STOCKING. TENNESSEE’S HILLS 


By WiLuiaM Harper Dean, in The Coun‘ry Gentleman of July 26, 1919. 


An Army of Occupation of Blooded Live Stock Has Brought Prosperity. 


= N THE hurly-burly of the world’s economic and political 
)| rcadjustment, when map makers are werking overtime 
to trace the erratic convolutions of new frontier lines, we 
are apt to overlook a tremendous revision of cconomic 
boundaries which is taking place within our own United 
States. Relatively as important as Europe’s retraciag 
of her physical boundarics is the quiet extension of some 
of our well-defined special crop areas to include altogeth- 
MThe vesnomic reflex attending the incorporation of the South- 
ern States into the Middle-Western live stock area, for example, is 
something worthy of analysis by our most profound economists. 
To scrap the South’s entire program of agriculture based on cotton, 
corn and a few other staples and to substitute an altogether new 
program in which live stock plays the major role is to shut out tra- 
dition and open an altogether new perspective for the South and the 
i like. 

mr Pog hear men kave tried to convince the country that 
with the disappearance of the red cuarantine line against the 
South’s tick-infested areas and with the full appreciation to come 
of the South’s natural advantages for producing the best in live 
stock at a ridiculously low cost, the South would immc diately begin 
to compete vigorously with sections which keretofore have kad a 
monopoly in fatted steers and price-topping hogs. That day has 
come, arguments to the contrary notwithstanding. ; 

And the reasons are these: the South has veritable empires of 
cheap land; it kas open winters for winter grazing; it is full of na- 
tive grass; it is full of the soil and climate for growing special 
crops entering into the scheme for live stock production.

*folly”; bank deposits have trebled in communities since the ad- 
vent of the pure bred, while farm lcans are in many cases begging 
for takers now that the initial financing of the herds has been at- 
tended to. Land values are describing an upward curve. 

John Hitch, known as the pioneer breeder of Abredeen-Angus 
in Blount County, Tennessee, and one of the pioneer breeders of the 
state, put it this way: 

“Five years ago we had just five head of registered females 
in the county; today we can sit on our porch and almost hear a 
dozen hcrd bulls bellow. Angus cattle are getting to be almost as 
common as crows, and in a few years it will be as strange a sight 
to see a horny steer of another color as it would be to see a white 
crow. 

In casting about Eastern Tennessee for first-hand impressions 
of this advance of the pure bred live stock business, it was natural 
that I should go to see this man. I found him at home, a few miles 
from Maryville, the county seat of Blount County. 

Nobody in Blount has committed the crime of referring to John 
Hitch as “Honest John—a ward-politics sacrilege commonly em- 
ployed to camouflage crookedness. But the fact remains that John 
Hitch has a countywide reputation for an integrity in his business 
dealings which matches the integrity of purpose with which he is 
building up one of the best Angus herds in Tennessee. 

John Hitch was driven to the pure breds, to use his own words 
to me. He and his brothers were poor and it seemed to them that 
there was no chance for them to achieve any other estate so long 
as they worked their poor lands in general farm crops. 

“Then”, he explained, “I’m sure it was the Lord Himself who 
put the knobs in my mind. I just figured that we could buy some 
of this cheap hill land, raise stock on it and in that way bring down 
money for our poorer leve] lands.” 

Hight years ago he brought into Blount County one registered 
Angus cow. She was then two years old. The cow is still on his 
land and has given him eight calves. And she belongs to a herd of 
seventy head which are making money for John and making him 

famous as well.

Four- 
teen years ago John 
Hitch bought 180 
acres of it for $1200. 
He peeled off his 
coat and bucked the 
staggering task of 
clearing it of timber. 
The timber itself, 
John told me, was 
sufficient to pay for 
the land if one cut 
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it for timber. But cattle were on his mind 
and he was playing for better stakes. 

So he burned the slash, sprinkled a grass- 
and-clover mixture in the ashes, then let 
Nature do the rest. The grasses and clov- 
ers grew and spread; the cattle took to the 
hills by their very instinct. Today these 
knobs are without timber or brush, terraced 
with winding cattle trails and in places knee 
deep in grass and clover. 

“Any man who studies his knobs and 
watches the cattle on them,” said John as 
we toiled through the hills, ’and can’t see 
that these old knobs were just naturally 
created by the Lord for fat cattle—that 
man hasn’t got a soul, much less a vision. 

Everywhere in Eastern Tennessee now 
the common rule of farming is to cultivate 
the bottom lands and graze the knobs. And 
this same sort of land which John bought 
so sheap some fourteen years ago is bring- 
ing forty dollars an acre today. He paid 
that price for some two years ago. 


Natural Shelters From Snowfall 


In this portion of Tennessee, where of- 
ficial government records show that over 
a twenty-year period the average annual 
rainfall runs between forty-five and fifty- 
five inches, ne grows luxuriantly. It 
can be grazed through the winter, even when 
snow covers the hills, for there are always 
the protected coves to which the herds go 
where the wind and snowfall are broken and 
where the grass grows green. On two or 
three little knobs John Hitch keeps thirty 
head or more all winter without any extra 
feeding, save every three or four days, when 
he fills the racks in an old open barn with 
the hay he has cut from some of this pas- 
ture land. 

His practice is to take the cattle off cer- 
tain areas along about the middle of July 
and let the grass grow high. This is mowed 
—a mixture of orchard grass, native blue 
grass, white clover, red clover, Japanese 
clover, sweet clover. The cattle come down 
from the hills whenever they care to and 
help themselves to this rough hay. Then 
they go back to their grazing. 7 

is knob land, which is proving the 
reatest natural asset to Eastern Tennessee 
five stock development, is commonly known 
as “black slate.” Grass and the clovers 
grow in it to rank luxuriance. We walked 
over some knobs knee-deep in these mix- 
tures—knobs on which in March, 1918, John 
Hitch turned a bunch of thin, light steers, 
which when they were taken off the first of 
October were heavy and fat. They got not 
a mouthful of anything but this grazing. 

There is another Angus breeder in Blount 
who followed closely John Hitch’s pioneer 
work with that breed—S. N. Yearout, of 
Maryville. He brought in three or four pure-

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bred cows shortly after the Hitch herd was 
established in nucleus. To-day his herd 
numbers ninety as fine animals as one usual- 
ly finds in the famous long-established An- 
s sections. Ground limestone and pure 
red cattle I found were the secrets of Mr. 
Yearout’s success. 

Last spring Mr. Yearout’s home sale to- 
taled forty-nine head, to which buyers from 
Tennessee, North Carolina, Alabama, Ken- 
tucky and Georgia came in force. They paid 
$19,950 for the forty-nine head. His female 
Blackcap Georgia 262609, calved in Septem- 
ber, 1917, went to John Hitch for $1250. He 
held one sale of 100 animals which averaged 
$268 $450 a head; another sale averaged 

Henry Duncan, another Angus breeder, 
who was among the first to introduce the 
Angus to Blount County as well as to East 
Tennessee, and who is secretary of the 
Blount County Angus Breeders’ Association, 
instead of showing me his herd, which then 
was wandering at sundown among the 
knobs, took me to a field hip-high in red 
clover which was the pride of his year’s op- 
erations. He did this to show me what this 
soil will do under intelligent management to 
the end of making the county a premier 
live stock area. The field was treated with 
pat limestone and seeded by itself last 

eptember. 


Unlimited Dairying Possibilities. 


“And that’s the sort of breeders we 
have here,” remarked County Agent Dooley 
as we walked about that field. “Mr. Duncan 
is one of the best judges of live stock in Ten- 
nessee, but along with it he’s a good judge 
of soils, and soil management is just as 
much of a specialty with him as is herd man- 
agement. The two together mean live stock 
supremacy.” 

Beginning with a few cows of pure bred 
Angus some five years ago, to-day Blount 
County has seventy breeders. There are 
now 450 registered females in the county 
and more pure bred registered Angus than 
in any county south of the Ohio River! 
And Blount County has more than 500 silos 
—a record which gives it the reputation of 
being the first silo county in the state. 

Though Angus predominate in this county 
and undoubtedly will continue to do so, it 
does not follow that the Angus predominates 
in East Tennessee’s scheme for advancing 
the pure-bred. As a matter of fact it is 
likely enough that, taken by and large, the 
Short Horns outnumber the Angus in this 
region. But Blount County is typical of the 
progress many of these counties are mak- 
ing, and for that reason I have dwelt upon 
its status at length. 


. The basic argument of East Tennessee 


breeders, bankers and county agents for put- 
ting in more and more pure breds is that 
these will do better on cheap, rough land 
than the scrubs. Breeders and agents alike 
are demonstrating the fact that pure breds 
can be turned on these lands in the spring, 
grazed until fall, then fed through the win- 
ter on ensilage, cottonseed meal and hay, 
and turned on the market for top prices. 
Sale animals, however, are fed a bit more 
freely. 

Another factor with deep significance in 
this move for pure bred live stock in East 
Tennessee is the sale of animals to local buy- 
ers. There are of course large sales of pure- 
breds held in such places as Knoxville, to 
which state breeders bring their offerings 
and which are attended by buyers from oth- 
er states than Tennessee. But in Blount 
County, for example, the home sales in 
spring and fall are in the main sales to local 
breeders. 

The sales are advertised by catalogue; the

buyers come to the farms, where auction- 
eer’s stand and seats are erected as well as 
lunch tables. Here the buyers see the ani- 
mals on the farms where they have been 
bred—under true conditions. Fifty per cent 
of the animals sold last spring in Blount at 
such sales went to Blount County buyers, 
The small breeder has a chance to buy the 
best animals and the county home sales en- 
able this small breeder to sell his animals at 
an advantage he would not have if he were 
compelled to ship one or two head a hundred 
miles or more to a larger sale. 

In Blount County the tendency now is in 
the direction of feeder-steer sales, which 
move is based on the theory that good feed- 
er steers are the best possible advertisement 
for pure bred bulls. By the same token the 
county is developing a splendid business in 
feeder hogs. Blount and other East Tennes- 
see counties have many successful Poland- 
China breeders, and now that good dog laws 
are the order of the day the live stock men 
in that part of the state tell me that they 
look for a real boom in sheep raising in 
these hills. 

I talked with one of the liveliest young 
bankers it has ever been my fortune to meet 
—E. F. Ames, cashier of the First National 
Bank of Maryville. This is the youngest 
bank in the county and now is one of the 
strongest. And it all comes through this 
cashier’s vision of the bank’s function in 
building up the agriculture of a county. 


Financing the Boys. 


Mr. Ames went about with me in company 
with County Agents Dooley and Abernathy, 
District Agent Doughty and several breed- 
ers. He climbed the knobs to find the herds, 
asked the breeders all sorts of questions 
about their animals, and when the day was 
done he told me it had been worth twice as 
much to him as a day spent behind the bank 
gratings. 2 AM

ther he cattle owners of this section cannot be expected to take up 
this improvement work enmasse, nor at once. Too often the matter 
has not been put to them in the proper light. The seller’s side has 
always been too prominent, and it has therefore appealed to them 
too much as the other fellow’s game all the way through. He has 
been asked to come to auction sales, conducted by learned auction- 
eers, and pay his good money for the other man’s product with 
little to back it up but the other man’s word. Sometimes the stuff 
made good and sometimes neither the stuff nor the seller did. 

What the industry needs is a better acquaintance and under- 
standing between the producer of beef making bulls, either North 
or South, and the owners of native females. The big problem be- 
fore us today in meat production is just this thing, and we are 
justified in applying serious thought to the subject in order that 
progress may be made. 

I have often thought that with the proper local support, to 
guarantee the interest, the producer of bulls with an eye for busi- 
ness could ship in to proper locations a car load of thrifty bulls of 
serviceable ages, not to be sold at auction, but to be distributed at 
private treaty on a special day when prospective buyers would be 
invited to inspect the offering. In order that the most be done

The banks get it by standing squarely behind the better live 
stock movement. At the sales heid on the tarms Mr. Ames gets up 
to remark to buyers that if they need any money to buy the ani- 
mais he‘li let them have all they want at easy terms. 

Also he led the way in the country in financing boys in buying 
their caives, accepting their own notes as security whenever he 
was assured their tathers had sufficient pasture land and feed for 
raising the animals. Other banks rcquire the tathers’ indorsements 
on the notes. Mr. Ames has not yet tost any money on this basis. 

Last year he contracted with breeders tor 1U0 pure bred pigs 
to be delivered to any boys in the county who wanted them. He 
took the boys’ notes tor the amounts. -Kighty boys took him up 
on this, one pig died, and seventy-nine notes were met when due. 

in hte oid days of Suilivan County, Tennessee, grew scrubs and 
grades. But the better live stock wave has hit Sullivan to its 
virginia border, and when I went into it 1 found active prepara- 
tions tor the same sort of spectacular work which characterizes 
Biount and other counties of Kast Tennessee. 

These bulls are sent out to communities for breeding. The 
farmer who agrees to keep such a sire for his community is allowed 
to keep three-quarters of the $1.50 service fee and to breed five 
cows to this association sire. The organization was begun last 
March, and County Agent Cox has worked night and day for it. 

“During the year,” said R. M. Murphy, specialist in animal 
husbandry ior the extension division at Knoxville, “we have not 
found it necessary to make so many trips outside the state as 
formerly, for the purpose of buying pure bred live stock. As our 
own breeders become more efficient there will be less and less of 
this to do, and we may look for the time soon when the beginner 
in the breeding of pure breds and the bull buyer will patronize our 
own breeders. Then the only animals that will be brought in from 
= — will be purchased by the larger and well-established 

reeders. 

“A good illustration we had of this recently in the purchase 
of two imrgorted Short Horn bulls by two of our breeders in the 
Short Horn sale held during the International—the bull Lord Rhy- 
bon, Grand Champion of the International, coming to Lespedeza 
Farm, Hickory Valley, Tennessee, at $15,000; and the bull Balna- 
been Gypsy Lad coming to the herd of A. R. Swann & Sons, of 
Dandridge, at $10,000.” 

The bull ldolmere, one of the best Angus of the breed, last 
year went to Dr. J. I. Huggins, of Dandridge, Jefferson County, 
who is one of the foremost Angus breeders of the state. Last May, 
Doctor Huggins consigned thirty-three head from his herds to the 
Tennessee Angus Breeders’ Sale and averaged $480 a head for them.

The new 
breeder should therefore make it one of his studies and should work 
hard at it, for to know the history of the important animals of any 
of the breeds is to know breed history. 
ting of a pedigree depends first of all upon the rating 
of F aybener 4 in _ The important animals in a pedigree are 
those of both sexes which have won in the shows. The cows in 
the pedigree are exactly as important as the bulls, and vice versa, 
for it is a well proven law of animal breeding that the influence 
of either sex upon the offspring is equal. Yes, it is true that the 
scrub cow has just as much influence upon the offspring as the 
pure bred buil. If you want to raise calves that shall not look as 
though they were one-half scrub you must use cows of the best 
type as well as to use bulls that are of the best type. A cow which 
has been an undefeated champion in the large shows where there 
has been strong competition is as important in the pedigree as a 
bull that has been an undefeated champion in the same shows with 
as strong competition. She is just as important to the breeder who 
is vitally interested in having a herd that will “breed on”. Bulls 
of equal show winnings with cows may have the greater reputation 
because of the very much larger number of offspring that they pro- 
duce and hence because of the greater number of breeders to talk 
about them and advertise them. 


Animals become noted through their winnings at the shows 
and also through the winnings of their offspring. The value of 
an animal’s show winnings depend not upon the number of shows 
that premiums were won at nor upon the number of ribbons but 
upon the competition that the animal has won against. One hotly 
contested winning is worth a great number of ribbons that have 
been taken at shows where there was not worthy competition. 


The best criterion by which to judge the importance of an 
animal in a pedigree is the number of offspring that has been pro- 
duced by any animal that have won in the show ring. An animal 
that can transmit desirable characteristics is much more desirable 
than one that simply has show records to its credit. Sometimes it 
happens that an animal was not grown out well when young and 
therefore had no chance to win in the show ring or may indeed 
never have been given a chance to compete in the ring and yet 
transmits the show form that he would have possessed if he had 
been properly grown and fitted for the show when young. There 
are instances today in the pure breeds where a bull would not make 
a creditable showing yet is producing show winners every year. 
Such animals when they occur in the pedigree rightly e fine 
pedigrees for their offspring is the proof of their value. 


The first proof of a valuable pedigree is the animal itself. 
Does the average breeder make serious inquiry into the digree 
of an animal that has made a remarkable show record? e ani- 
mal is pedigree. There are today animals in every breed that have 
become famous through their show record, their production record, 
or the performance of their offspring who have pedigrees that 
would be called “plain breeding” and yet the occurance of these

animals in pedigrees of their descendants makes such pedigrees 
“high class”. ‘lhe greatest constructive breeders that the world 
has ever known have made pedigrees for the animals that they 
have bred through showing them or their offspring or through mak- 
ing performance records with them. The worid will always be 
more quick to recognize merit in an individual and will pay more 
for it than they will for individuals that have mert simply among 
their ancestors. This is so important that high class individualit 
is always of prime importance. When we wish to engage hig 
class ability in a man tor some important department o1 our busi- 
ness the usual question is “What can you do?” and not “What did 
your grandfather do?” So in selecting an animal for the herd the 
first question should be “What desirable characteristics has the 
animai to recommend it?” and then in this case since we are inter- 
ested in its offspring we might well ask “What are the characteris- 
ties of the ancestors?” 


The noted ancestors in a pedigree should be “close in” for the 
farther they are removed from the individual in question the less 
will be the intiuence upon the offspring produced. ‘There is a law 
in animal breeding that “The characteristics that any animal has 
were inherited one-half from the parents, one-fourth from the 
grandparents, one eighth from the great grandparents, etc., etc.” 
it is theretore four times as impo;tant that an animal be sired by 
a noted animal that that the noted animal be the grandsire, or 
sixteen times as important as that the noted animal be the great 
grandsire. Of course by the same reasoning it naturally foliows 
that if the noted anima! occurs several times in the pedigree the 
effect upon the offspring may be the equivalent of the animal in 
question being sired by the noted animal. 


Concentration of blood lines in a pedigree of a noted animal 
makes a pedigree valuable for the reason that the animal whuse 
pedigree is being studied will be more pure for the desirable 
characteristics. ‘lhat is he will be more likely to transmit the form 
and characteristics that he possesses. 


An animal is not valuable for breeding purposes when it is 
of poor type and has many undesirable characteristics. 1 would 
rather have an animal that was of splendid type and form with a 
“piain bred” pedigree than to have an animal that was otf undesir- 
avle type and had a fancy pedigree. In the first: place it is known 
that one is dealing with at least some desirable characters and in 
the other case it is not known at all that one is dealing with any 
desirable characters. 


Good pedigrees can perhaps best be described by giving the 
characteristics of “poor pedigrees”. The pedigree of an animal is 
not considered first class if the good animals in it are far removed. 
The difficulty in such cases is that in the far removed generations 
there may be so many others of mediocre breeding that will offset 
the good influences of the well bred animals that the good effects 
of them may be practically set at nil. Sellers of such animals 
oftentimes befog the inexperienced purchaser by mentioning the 
noted animals in the pedigree but in such a way as to call attention 
to them only and not the mediocre animals that are “close in” in 
the pedigree. For example they might say “This is a very encel- 
lentiy bied animal. His sire is by a son of the noted bull X and 
his grandam was by a son of Y.” By the use of such terminology 
he confuses the prospective purchaser as to the true relationship of 
the noted animals in the pedigree to the animal in question. Had 
he said “This animal is a great grandson of the bull X and a great, 
great grandson of the bull Y” the prospective purchaser would not 
have been duly impressed with the noted animals that occur in the 
pedigree. It may be enough in human pedigrees to zig-zaz back 
through the ancestral generations of the ages past to some noted 
ancestor living at the time of William the Conqueror but animal 
breeders are after practical results and they know that the noted 
animals in the pedigree must be close. in if they are to have any 
value in their pedigree. 


Again a pedigree may be full of prize winning animals and yet 
the pedigree not be a first class one. For example, if the prize- 
winning animals have won prizes under judges, having different 
types in mind there would be introduced into the pedigree animals 
of diverse types. The results to be obtained through the bre<ding 
of animals of diverse types are as uncertain as they are in the 
crossbreeding of animals. There will be in the succeeding genera- 
tions as many types as there are possible combinations of the char- 
acters involved. The important thing in a high class pedigree is 
that the animals in it be uniformly of the same type and that type 
a desirable type. I would rather have a pedigree with one or two 
prize winning animals of the right type than to have one that had 
five or more prize winning animals of differing types. The first 
animal would be very li to produce me animals of uniformly 
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good type and the results from the other would be so uncertain that 
it would be difficult to foretell the results. It is for this reason 
that it is almost always a more successful practice to mate animals 
who have grandparents in common. We are much more certain 


of the results where “line bred” animals are used in breeding than 
where animals containing in their pedigrees several different lines 
of breeding. One is justified in going outside any particular line 
of breeding for “new blood” only when it is found that the line of 
breeding in use does not meet the requirements of the market de- 
mands. Because a few advertisers have boomed some particular 
line of breeding is not sufficient reason for the man who wishes 
to become a constructive breeder to go out of the line of breeding 
that he has been following to suit the passing whims of a caprici- 
ous public. The truly constructive breeder can make pedigrees if 
he can determine what the practical market demands and then hews 
to the line and produces the animals that will best meet those de- 
mands. His animals are bound to win in the show ring when 
properly fitted as soon as the unreal values of the overadvertised 
animals that do not mcet market demands dissipate. 


It is more difficult to be a good judge of pedigrees of any par- 
ticular breed than it is to be a good judge of an animal of that 
breed. One might then properly ask “Who are good judges of 
pedigrees?” To be a good judge of pedigrees of any particular 
breed means that one not only must be a good judge of animals 
within that breed but he must also follow the shows in person and 
fix the animals in mind so that when he sees a pedigree he may 
know in person the animals within the pedigree. The only person 
fitted to judge a pedigree is the person who knows the animals 
within it for the first three ancestral generations. Since types that 
win in the show ring vary less than do animals that do not win, 
one may become a fairly good age of pedigrees through studying 
closely the winnings of animals each year and then watching the 
performance of their offspring. This of course is most easily ac- 
complished through visiting the larger shows and becoming ac- 
sprees with the prominent breeders and comparing notes as to 
the success of the various animals and family lines. ey

To those who cannot afford to purchase them the 
advice should be given to study the markets, the shows and the 
herds of other breeders and make selections where ever they ma 
be obtained and then amalgamate them into the type that will oa 
the approbation of the world. The greatest constructive breeders 
the world has ever known have purchased good animals where ever 
they could find them regardless of pedigree and then have built up 
from them types and individuals that the world recognized as the 
founders of noted families. The man who produces animals that 
win makes pedigrees.

HOW WE HAVE KEPT THE HERD CLEAN OF “T. Bb. 


By ALEXANDER MINTY, Ionia, Michigan. 


HE subject takes me back a good many years, or long 
before it became compulsory to have an animal tested 
before a sale, or even since we began the breeding of 
Angus cattle. At the time we began the breeding of 
cattle, we wanted to have a herd of as clean cattle as 
could be gotten together, not only as to tuberculosis, but 
other things that are prone to get into a herd, such as 
abortion which is a mighty hard thing to fight. So 

when we added anything to the herd we were careful to test a new- 
comer before she was allowed to run with the others. In 1905 we 
purchased a cow at one of the Chicago sales, a Pride of Aberdeen 
and in calf to the good bull, Bion. I think it was $500 that we 
paid for her which was a princely figure in those days. Upon her 
errival at the farm she underwent the test and reacted. She was 
within a month of her time of calving, and this is how we treated 
her. 


She was kept in a shed away from everything until she drop- 
ped her calf, the calf being watched and taken immediately away 
from the mother so that she was not allowed to get any of the 
milk, and put onto a healthy cow. In this we were disappointed, 
for when the yearly time for testing came around the calf reacted. 
After the mother dropped her calf, she was killed and buried so 
deep that we would never hear from her again and the price for- 
gotten. The calf was laid besire her the year following, and also 
forgotten. 


This is the only case of tuberculosis that I have ever run across, 
but had this cow been alowed to mix with the other cattle we 
would have by this time had the troubles of other breeders. We 
have carefully tested the herd every year for fifteen years, to see 
where we stand. 


I do not want to give the impression that the testing of the 
herd each year will keep the herd clean, but if you do not allow a 
beginning by letting one mix with the others, and keeping your 
= under the right kind of surroundings, you will not breed tuber- 

osis. 


We take advantage of Michigan’s Fresh air, the climate being 
the very best for cattle, but we do not allow them to be out in 
storms. Every fine day they are allowed the run of a hundred-acre 


meadow after being well fed in the morning, the exercise being 
what they need to keep up their vitality. “ite 


While the cattle are out the barns are cleaned and well bedded 
for the night and where they are closed up ina, well ventilated 
stable and a warm place to sleep. ; a4 . 


I have travelled through some of the western states and seen 
cattle turned out in stalk fields to shift for themselves. Night 
and day they roam these fields with little more to eat than corn stalks 
that are dry with very little nourishment in them. They have to 
withstand the storms that come up with this feed that is lacking 
in nourishment, it is no wonder that they have to complain when the 
state puts an a restriction that they cannot sell their cattle to go 
to other states. é 


The sooner the breeder realizes that fresh air is essential at 
the right time to the well being of his cattle, but also that a warm 
place at night with plenty of the right kind of food for the cow 
that you expect a healthy calf from, the better. Every spring 
just before you get busy with the farm operations spend a few days 
testing the whole herd and weed out any that you find infected, 
you will keep your herd ‘clean and be able to face the buyer with 
a clean slate and a clean conscience. Gt

“ rience had been who had tried the dif- 
pen breeds in Florida, I visited practically 

farm and ranch where they had either 
sf the three leading breeds of beef cattle, 
wn saw the different breeds at different 
season of the year; saw the results of 
crossing the pure-bred sires of the different 
breeds on our scrub cows of the State, also 
saw the half-breed, three-quarter and seven- 
eighth as well as the pure-bred. 

I suspect I became a good deal of a nuis- 
ance in the determination to extract from 
every man that had any experience with the 
beef breeds the results of that experience. 
In looking over the different herds of the 
various breeds in the State, I had opportun- 
ity to talk with the breeders and feeders, and 
my talks with feeders were especially im- 

ressive for, without a single exception they 

all told me that in the feed lot the Angus 
steer was supreme, that there was nothing 
could touch him; no other would make such 
satisfactory gains on the same amount of 
feed, and that they would nearly always top 
the market when they arrived. 

After gathering all the information I 
could from others and also from what I 
could see myself, of the different breeds 
kept under our conditions, I was still some- 
what undecided, so I bought a herd of one 
of the other breeds and I bought ten Aber- 


deen-Angus cows as a trial. I had the two 
breeds on my farm at the same time and it 
took only one winter to convince me that 
I wanted Angus. I found, for instance, 
when I started feeding my silage on Christ- 
mas day, that it required twice the amount 
of feed to maintain the bred cows of the 
other breed as it did the Angus cows. Be- 
sides this it took ever so much more room to 
handle the cattle with horns, whereas the 
Angus huddle together like a herd of sheep 
and never injure each other and are much 
more easily handled. 

The ultimate aim of all beef cattle is to 
produce beef and my experience and obser- 
vation is that the Angus is more expert in 
the production of beef than any other breed. 
They will fatten at any age, they will fatten 
evenly, quickly and put the meat on at the 
point that makes it bring the most money, 
and when the carcass arrives in the cooler, 
there is a greater percentage of meat per 
live weight than with any other kind. It 


seems to me that this has been so convinc- 


ingly demonstrated so many times, there 
can ~ no doubt of it. 

I have found that the Angus are most 
excellent rustlers; there is nothing lazy 
about them, and if you put anything to eat 
within reach of them they will get it with- 
out any assistance. I have found the Angus 
to be very hardy cattle; the calves when 
they come, are usually strong and when an 
Angus calf has once gotten up and nursed, 
you rarely lose one except by accident. 

I have found that a given amount of grass 
will maintain more Angus cattle than it will 
of the other breeds, just as the feeders have 
found in the feed lot that a given amount of 


‘feed, will put more fat on Angus steers 


than it will on any other. I believe there is 
more profit and more pleasure in this breed 
of cattle than any other, and I have never 
had occasion to regret that I discontinued 
another breed and am now keeping nothing 
but Aberdeen-Angus.

AMERICA’S OLDEST ACTIVE BREEDER WRITES 


Hon. R. H. Pope, Cookshire, Quebec, Can- 
ada, who is still in the business and import- 
ed his first cattle in 1878, writes something 
of his experience. Surely, all the old-timers 
will have to step aside for Mr. Pope after 
- a record. His letter to the Editor fol- 
ows: 


“I chose the breed because I had seen 


_ the cattle sell on the Smithfield Market, 


London, for better prices than any other 
kinds. I imported the first cattle that came 
to Canada, and the first that came to Amer- 
ica, barring the three bulls taken to Kansas 
by Mr. George Grant in 1873, and two or 
three h brought in by the Dominion Ex- 
periment Station in 1876. While I have 


tried other breeds, my experience on the 
western Canadian range shows there are less 
culls among Aberdeen-Angus steers, so I 
have stuck to them, now having about 60 
head of pure-breds on my Alberta ranch. 
In 15 years on the range we have never 
had a black cull. Further, the Aberdeen- 
Angus bring the highest prices always and 
everywhere. That first importation was 
brought to our Quebec farm, where it re- 
mained until 1903, we shipped west where 
we have maintained a small pure bred herd, 
using the bulls on the common cows with 
very great success, never having produced 
a cull steer in 4 years. Our whole herd 
is now bred on black lines to a very large 
extent.”—R. Hi. Pope.

Sunflower Grace of Texas 152913 is a won- 
derful cow. She will weigh 1300 lbs. right 
off the native grass and would win money 
m any kind of company if put in show 
shape. She dropped her first calf at 2 years 
and 10 days of age and has brought a calf 
every 10 to 11 months since. 

Hereford breeders tried to tell me that 


Aberdeen-Angus cattle would not breed well 
in this climate. I have exploded that theory 
with a 100 per cent calf crop for ten years 
in succession.. The only trouble I have is 
they will breed before I can wean them. 
The only way they get more calves than I 
do is to get more twins.—J. H. Seright, 
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Connecticut State Fair.

The Eighty-eighth Highland Society Show 


From The Live Stock Journal, London. 

For the fifteenth time in its career the 
Highland and Agricultural Society held its 
annual show—the 88th of the series—in Ed- 
inburgh this week. Entries numbered 1,370. 
The “native” breeds made an extraordinary 
fine display. Cattle numbered 215 head; 
horses and ponies, 301; sheep, 221; pigs, 43; 
and goats, 60. There were no fewer than 60 
entries in Hunters, but Hackneys were lim- 
ited to 16. Highland and Shetland Ponies 
made a wonderful display. There were 55 
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Clydesdale stallions and 57 mares on show, 
and their rings commanded most attention, 
albeit there were always large crowds gath- 
ered round the Blackface, Cheviot and Bor- 
der-Leicester in the sheep rings. 
breeders lost a rare advertisement by not 
supporting the pig classes. The gate re- 
ceipts on the first day totalled £2,226 7s., 
the best first day’s proceeds in the memory 
of man. This is about five times more than 
the sum taken on the first day of the Edin- 
burgh show in 1907. True, the first day’s 
admission fee this year was the stiff one of 
7s. 6d., but the showyard was crowded and 
the horse stands packed. 


ABERDEEN-ANGUS. 


Judges—George Cran and Archibald 


Whyte Cran. 


With half a dozen absentees there were 
left but thirty entries to represent the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed, and while the various 
classes revealed quite satisfactory speci- 
mens, it might have been in the best inter- 
ests of the breed if there had been a larger 
representation. Considering, however, the 
special and exceptional conditions under 
which the show is being held admirers of the 
breed had every reason to be satisfied with 
the appearance their favourites made. 


There was quite a good class of Aged 
Bulls, but a clear enough winner was found 
in Sir George Macpherson Grant’s Evilesco 
of Bahindalloch, a four-year-old of great 
character. He carries a beautiful head and 
neck, and though he might stand a little 
more about the top of the shoulder, he shows 
quite outstanding quality and breed type, 
and his leanness of condition as against oth- 
er entries in the class could not be allowed 
to stanu in his way for premier honours. He 
is by the Harviestoun-bred Junior Eric, and 
out of an Edensor dam. Mr. Bailey Hawk- 
ins, Stagenhoe Park, Herts, was second with 
the six-year-old Mulben Elector, bred by Mr. 
John Macpherson, and by Black Bouncer. 
He is a bull of great size and scale, with 
nice fleshing properties, and carrying a 
grand top, but he had not the style and gaie- 
ty of the Ballindalloch bull. Into third place 
the judges put Captain Scott’s Proud 
George, bred at Auchterarder, which was 
first at Cardiff. Mr. Barron, Thomastown, 
followed with his five-year-old Ballindalloch- 
bred Eglintoun by Eris of Harviestoun. 

To the Two-year-old Bull class Captain 
Scott sent forward from Worcester his Car- 
diff champion, and he was an outstanding 
winner. Round the ring he was greatly ad- 
mired, his enormous spread and depth of 
rib, his width and grand lines constituting 
him quite a prominent representative of the 
breed in its show annals. Were he a little 
gayer in head and neck he would be one of 
the best bulls of the breed ever shown. By 
name Etrurian of Bieaton, the smart young 
bull was bred by Mr. Marshall, of Bleaton, 
is by Baron Beauford of the Miss Burgess 
family, and out of an Erica dam by Emillo 
of Doonholm. Sir George Macpherson 
Grant was second with Elorus of Ballindal- 
loch by Elcymore, and also out of an Edens- 
or dam. He is a bull of great quality, 
straight and lengthy but could stand a little 
more at the back of the shoulder. Mr. Watts, 
a recent recruit to Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing, was third with the big massive New- 
come Laddie, bred by Lord Penrhyn, a beau- 
tiful bull side on, but a bit narrow from the 
hooks back. Mr. Shiach was fourth with the 
very tidy but smallish Exitus of Ballindal- 
loch by Elcymore. 

Yearling Bulls were not a strong class, 
though the two best bulls were quite out- 
standing. Of the leader there was no doubt, 
for Mr. James Whyte had forwarded his 
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magnificent Irish purchase Perinthian, 
which was chamnion at the Dublin sale. He 
was bred by Mr. J. Robb, Lisnabreeny, is by 
Petunian and out of Pride of Mulben 23rd, 
and is altogether a bull that stands by him- 
self. He has length, depth and quality, and 
the great style with which he walked round 
the ring constituted him a great favourite at 
this stage and at the other stages when he 
came before the judges. Mr. Archd. Whyte, 
brother of the exhibitor, stood aside and left 
the work to Mr. Cran. Lord Rosebery was 
second with Yearlings, showing Gaffer of 
Skillymarno by Eureka of Advie, a big, 
fleshy bull, bred by Mr. Charles Penny, 
which, however, is a little plain in his quart- 
er. Lord Allendale followed with Merchant 
of Bywell by the third prize old bull Proud 
George, and Mr. Hounson, Lochbank, was 
fourth with Beholder of Ballindalloch by 
Evilesco, the first prize old bull. 

The Cow class provided the judges with 
a ticklish task, for the half-dozen entries 
were of different type. With ringside unan- 
imity they selected for first place the four- 
year-old Biota of Doonholm, a Blackbird cow 
by the old prize-winning Mondello. She is 
a cow of great feminine character and of 
beautiful symmetry and typical type. Her 
wealth of flesh is carried with great even- 
ness, but her weakness—such as it is—is be- 
hind, where she inclines to get a bit narrow. 
The King was second with Elerie from Bal- 
moral, a nice lengthy, sweet cow of nice 
type, but a little deficient in her quarter. 
Mr. Bailey Hawkins was third with Ethinison 
of Advie, which had won female champion 
honours at the Royal Show, but which on 
Tuesday found herself outclassed by birer, 
wealthier cows from Scotland. Lord Rose- 
bery’s fourth prize Black Eyes of Dalmeny, 
a big. sappv, straight six-year-old, was fol- 
lowed by Mr. James Beddie’s Gammer 14th 
by Demovin, which was a decided favourite 
for higher honours on account of her quality, 
her evenness of flesh and her grandly cover- 
ed fore-end. 

Mr. Bailey Hawkins’ first prize Cardiff 
heifer being absent, there was left in the 
class only Lord Rosebery’s Elena of Dal- 
meny by Escort of Harviestoun. She is a 
nicely-fleshed heifer, but wanting in size. 

Yearling Heifers were a very good class. 
Mr. Kennedy had a clear enough win with 
Marsala by Planet of Duthie, and out of a 
Matador of Bywell dam. She is a heifer of 
exceedingly sweet bone and great quality, 
while her wealth of flesh was also a point in 
her favour. The King was second with 
Gwvnolie, a member of the Georgina family 
by Enterprise of Glenfarclas. She has a 
good head and neck, and has a grand cover 
of natural even flesh. Third place went to 
Mr. Shiach for Blackbird of Rosebrae by the 
champion old bull Everard 2nd of Maise- 
more, this being a very straight, good-top- 
ped, big heifer. Mr. Kennedy was also fourth 
with Beersheba, a nice heifer of the Black- 
bird family, but inclined to be a bit strong 
in her shoulder. 

The Ballindalloch Challenge Cup for the 
best bull was quite easily secured by Cap- 
tain Scott’s two-year-old Etrurian of Bleat- 
on with the yearling from Hayston reserve. 
Mr. Kennedy’s cow won as a matter of 


_course the Ballindalloch Cup for cows, but on 


being drawn out for the breed championship 
as the best of her sex she had to give way 
to both the bulls, the English entry being 
declared the champion of the breed—and a 
very good champion at that—while Mr.

J. A. Speirs, Ree Heights, S. D., is one 
of those live, 
breeders who find it good business to start 
a calf club. In co-operation with his County 
Agent and the local bank he has put his herd 
and Hand County, South Dakota, on the map 
with a Cow-Calf Aberdeen-Angus Club, 
though the Herefords have ten members 
also and the Short Horns eight, there being 
28 members in the Cow-Calf club, so that 
the three breeds are fairly evenly divided. 
The cows and calves at foot or bred to pure 
bred bulls cost the boys and girls about 
$350 each. Of course, the boys and girls 
couldn’t dig up that much ready cash, but 
when live bankers are at kand, their credit 
is plenty good enough, so notes were given 
for 18 months, at which time, the sale of

The First State Bank of Ree Heights is 
fostering the Angus club. Foundation stock 
for the club was selected in North Dakota. 
The stock consisted of ten cows with calves 
at their sides, sired by Quo Vadis 5th and 
Eric Lad K. The cows will be re-bred to 
Polo Boy, son of Black Poe, the champion 
in the aged class at the International in 
1917. Members of this club are: Miles 
Ruggenberg, Verlin Johnson, Rudolph Carl- 
son, Louis Fournier, Harold Ruggenberg, 
Hazel Johnson, Walter Johnson, Ralph Rug-

Each club member is keeping a record of 
his work. Each member is also making a 
close study of pedigrees, as all of the cows 
will be re-bred before the sale which is 
planned for a year from this coming fall. 
The members can either buy their cows and

cows or calves or both, will easily liquidate 
the debts. Mr. Speirs is Club Leader for 
the Doddie boys and girls. Look at the 
pictures and see if Mr. Speirs hasn’t started 
something worth duplicating. 

All of the cows will be brought to the 
county seat early in September, just before 
the South Dakota State Fair, for exhibition. 
Each breed will be judged separately, and 
the two best cows of each breed will be sent 
to the State Fair at Huron. 

The main object of these clubs is to 
teach the boys and girls the value of pure 
bred live stock; also to interest as many 
farmers as possible in raising pure breds. 
Our work is coming along splendidly and 
the cows are rapidly improving. The clubs 
have their own officers, and we hold regular 
meetings when we talk over everything con- 
cerning the care of the stock. We also 
make a study of pedigrees. In June the 
members of the Short Horn club visited one 
of the fine herds near Hurley, and other 
trips are planncd for this fall. 

The animals were all selected by the 
club leaders in co-opération with O. Leon 
Anderson, county agent, who is responsible 
for the organization of the three clubs. 
Each animal was insured for one year for 
the entire purchase price, so that the danger 
of loss from death was eliminated. Each 
Junior gave his promissory note at eight 
per cent, two per cent less than the going 
rate, to the banker who financed him. This 
note is due November 1, 1920.

Not every boy can provide for his calf 
a good milk producer, but every calf should 
have milk until he is about seven months 
old. A good scrub cow will help consider- 
ably and most every club member can bor- 
row one for awhile if his father happens not 
to have one that is giving milk. If every 
boy can provide milk for his calf for only 
three weeks or a month after purchasing 
it this will prevent the animal from being 
stunted and will be well worth while. 

Melbourne Wells another boy in the same 
community has a calf equally as good as 
George’s. He is taking splendid care of 
his animal and in all probability will raise 
one of the very best quality.

CHAMPION BABY BEEF GIRL 
“Aow I Helped — Sam’ by Raising a 
a ‘99 


“Darkie” was a calf of six months old 
when I picked him out of my father’s herd 
to feed him for a baby beef contest. Darkie 
is a grade Angus with a part white 
face. His mother was a grade Hereford. 

My father fixed up a stall in the barn for 
me to feed him in. I started him on oats, 
shelled corn, corn ensilage and alfalfa hay. 
I stall fed him. Every day I carried his 
water to him in a pail. He always liked a 
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little salt so I gave him a little every day. 

The first of June grass was good and I 
thought I would let him out on pasture, and 
I let him out one half day and; Oh! he got 
so hot from the sun and the mosquitoes 
were so bad I put him in the barn again and 
kept him there. I always led him out for 
exercise. 

I weighed him every month to see if he 
was gaining. At first he was gaining two 
pounds a day. By July when I got some 
new alfalfa hay we weighed him every week 
and he was gaining three pounds a day. 
But now the flies got so bad that he didn’t 
do quite so well. So I made a fly blanket 
for him and made a fly catcher and I also 
put some tanglefoot in the barn. We caught 
most of the flies this way. But now it was 
so hot we had to keep everything shut and 
dark so the flies would not be so bad. Poor 
Darkie got so hot that he stuck his tongue 
out and panted. 

I curried him every day and after the first 
of June I gave him a bath once a week. At 
first when I fed him I had to get up extra 
early to get to school in time. 

I took music lessons and had to practice 
one hour a day. I helped my father feed 
all his 150 Poland China hogs and helped 
my mother get vegetables from the garden 
for dinner. 

Along in June they closed the silo and in 
August they opened it again. Oh! how he 
liked his silage. In August I gave him all 
the silage, alfalfa, corn, oats and oilmeal he 
would clean up. 

I bought some Thrift Stamps already and 
if I win any prizes on Darkie I will buy some 
more. So don’t you think ‘that is helping 
Uncle Sam?—Mildred Oelke, Blue Earth, 
Minn.

Darke County, Ohio, Calf Club Contest 


The feeding of Beef Cattle is one.of tke 
important industries of Darke County. In 
order to encourage the boys of the County 
as well as to afford some inspiration to the 
older feeders in the County, the Darke 
County Fair Board bought forty Angus 
calves on March 1, 1919, at Chicago, shipped 
them to Darke County and distributed them 
to forty boys. These boys gave their notes 
for the calves, agreéd to feed them and to 
exhibit them at the Fair this fall. The 
calves were insured against death from any 
cause and the cost of the insurance added. 
to the boys’ notes. Two calves died but 
the other thirty-eight lived through the 
period and finished the Contest. 

The premium, $220.00, was given by the 
banks and public spirited individuals and 
distributed in prizes ranging from three to 
twenty-five dollars. Every contestant re- 
ceived at least three dollars.

“Ed” Caldwell and his herdsman, “Bob” Johnson, has gotten the 
Parsons herd away to a flying start with the evident intention of 
demonstrating to the new owner that he bought a bargain when he 
paid $45,(00 for their show herd. The herd is much better fitted 
than at this time last year; in fact, is in the very top form right 
now. While both O. E. Bradfute and “Billy” Wilson preferred 
Queen Milly to Eritus 5th for grand champion at the Ohio and Indi- 
ana state fairs, “Milt” Tudor picked the younger cow for the Illi- 
nois fair’s best matron. She was picked for International junior 
champion by Mr. Cran at Chicago last year, but the older cow 
wasn’t in the grand bloom she is exhibiting now.

Our ideal in this respect has been to 
et cows with size, but with smoothness. We have always kept 
oe from the rough kind. Particular emphasis has been placed 
upon width and depth of body, upon a smooth set neck, and a head 
showing plenty of quality. As with individuals, many characteris- 
tics of an animal can be learned from the countenance.

In the eight years we have been growing Aberdeen-Angus our 
modest-sized herd has paid the mortgages on two farms. If we 
had started, as we can now advise evcry young breeder to start, 
the present results would have been overreached many times. 


Do not sacrifice numbers for quality. If you have intended 
buying part grade cattle, dismiss the idea entirely. Systematic 
propagation is the only plan that will sccure results. If you have 
intended buying ten cows at one hundred and fifty dollars cach, 
dismiss that idea too, and if that is the limit of your capital. buy 
five cows at three-hundred dollars each. In ten years this plan will 
put you ahead three times the distance. Place quality above the 
pedigree, by all means, but be sure that you have animals of note 
and merit behind your purchase. 


In times of rising prices it seems to be human nature to see 
nothing but a rosy, glorious future. In times of depressing market 


values many farmers can see nothing but loss and destruction. 
Just at this time a few will perhaps get “cold feet”, and pass up

the opportunities that the Aberdeen-Angus hold for them. 


At the present time, however, the opportunities for the con- 
structive, far-sighted breeder were never better. Our population is 
at the present so far out of line with our total head of beef cattle 
that, after European economic conditions become readjusted we 
shall consume the most of our own beef, and probably import some. 
The world has always preferred beef, and will again turn enthusi- 
astically to its use. 

The breeders of the United States must furnish the seed stock 
for their own new herds, and keep the present breeding stock of our 
grcat producing regions intact, and improved. Great strides are be- 
ing made in this dirccton and it contains a wide field for expansion. 
In addition, the herds of Europe must be rehabiliated. 

The greatest opportunity ahead, however, ‘probably lies in 
South America. The shipment of beef cattle to Uruguay on August 
llth, is but the beginning of trade with the continent on the 
South. “During the long process of improving and maintaining 
South American beef herds up to a high standard, jt is obvious 
that breeders in the United States will be called on td supply pure 
bred stock.” South America has great possibilities as a cattle pro- 
ducing rcgion. The producers there are, on the whole, large opera- 
tors, rich, and in search of nothing except individuals of merit. 
The breeder here who fears competition or overproduction does not 
have his sights adjusted at long enough range. “His urgent busi- 
ne:s as weil as his valuable privilege is to produce the quality of 
seed stock for which there will be an ever increasing demand at 
profitable prices.” 


We purchased Aberdeen-Angus eight years ago because we 
believed that they had no peer as a beef breed. ‘The years that 
have followed have more than justified this belief. No breed can 
successfully overcome the prestige the blacks win year by year in 
the fat cattle shows. They are rapidly overcoming the momentum 
the other breeds have had over them due to an earlier -start. If 
the man who is just starting will buy wisely, and build construc- 
tively, he has unequaled oppcrtunities ahead.

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ABERDEEN - ANGUS IN CANADA 


By KENNETH McGREGOR, Judge of Aberdeen-Angus at Toronto this year. 


HE Canadian National Exposition at Toronto, Ontario, 
Canada had the largest show of Aberdeen-Angue cattle 
ever held there. With ten exhibitors and over a hundred 
head on exhibition, it made one of the best shows of the 
breed ever held in Canada. 

The Grand Champion Bull was Espoir Marshall, 
sired by Earl Marshall. He was purchased by Mr. 
Fraleigh at the last Chicago International from Escher 

& Ryan of Irwin, lowa. He was second prize Senior Bull Calf at 
the last Chicago international and has developed into a wonderfully 
good bull. The Senior Champion Bull and reserve Grand Champion 
was owned by H. H. Larkin of Buffalo, New York. He is a three- 
year-old imported bull, bred by James Kennedy, Dunholm, Scotland. 
He is a remarkably good bull, very smooth and typical. He was not 
carrying quite so much flesh as the grand champion but is certainly 
a-remarkably good one. The champion female of the show was a 
cow owned and bred by Mr. John Lowe, Elora Ontario. She is 
just a three-year-old, but is a remarkably good one. The junior 
champion feniale was owned by the Larkin Farms of Queenston, 
Ontario, a senior yearling heifer good enough to win at most of 
the largest shows on the American continent. She was a Trojan- 
Erica sired by Mr. Larkin’s imported bull Ernesto. There was a 
record attendance at the Toronto Fair this year which is the larg- 
est attended Fair on the American Continent. On September first, 
Labor Day, there were 198,000 people at this fair and for twelve 
days of the fair, over a million people attended. It is regarded as 
the most wonderful all-around fair, both from the standpoint of 
attendance and varied exhibits, on the American continent; per- 
haps in the world. Representatives were there to see the fair from 
some of the leading state fairs of the United States. 

During the Toronto Fair, a banquet and metting was held by 
the Eastern Canadian Aberdeen-Angus breeders. Around forty 
members attended and many important moves in the interests of 
their cattle were discussed. It was decided among other things, to 
indorse the idea of employing a field man and permanent secretary 
for the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Association. It was also decided 
to hold a big Aberdeen-Angus sale of carefully selected cattle in 
Toronto on February next. This will be the first public sale of 
Aberdeen-Angus of any importance ever held in Eastern Canada, 
and it is expected by the breeders to be a great success. The in- 
tention is to promote a large number of sales throughout Canada 
during the future, under the auspices of the Canadian Aberdeen- 
Angus Association. 

Aberdeen-Angus interests are growing every year in Canada. 
Registrations anr revenue increased 50 per cent in 1918 over 1917. 
In 1911 the surplus revenue of the Association over their expenses 
was $800. In 1918 the total revenue for the same purpose was over 
$8,000. The Canadian Association has around $10,000 worth of 
Victory Bonds and with its stealthy increasing revenue and grow- 
ing interests in the breed it is expected that they will be finan- 
cially able to do great things in the next few years for Aberdeen- 
Angus. A permanent Secretary and Fieldman is expected to be 


on the job by January first, 1920. 

The shows in Western Canada this year were very successful. 
The fairs were more largely attended and the exhibitions of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle were the very best on the Western Canada circuit.
